BIBLIOGRAPHY OF THE COTTON MANUFACTURE 

The industry of manufacturing cotton and its subsidiary 
industries require the investment of enormous amounts of 
capital, and the employment of almost every application of 
human skill. 

All of these have been naturally the subject of many books 
devoted to the specific processes and to the industry in its 
broadest phases. 

Widespread as is the literature of the subject, there does not 
appear to have been any compilation of these books, and the 
manufacturer or the student is limited in his investigations 
merely to the results in books in his own library or in other 
libraries at hand. 

In this compilation the writer has had the benefit of informa- 
tion contained in leading libraries both sides of the Atlantic, 
and to those of many cotton manufacturers. 

The author would be pleased to receive information upon any 
books pertaining to the subject, which do not appear in the 
following lists. 

The present number of citations exceeds 5,000 and in case of 
references to several editions, the earliest has been noted. 

Titles are not only similar but in many cases identical, so 
that the only means of arrangement has been by the names 
of authors, except in the case of anonymous books. 

No attempt has been made to present a complete list of books 
on engineering and economics which may apply to problems 
coming before those engaged in cotton manufacturing, but 
merely to cite those which have been found to be helpful.
